Bu n dy was fo u n d in his b arn lo t o n 
his farm n ear Iv eimard. It was gen ­ 
erally accep ted at the time that Mr, 
Bu n dy died o f heart failu re, b u t later 
dev elo p men ts p o in t to ward 
su icide. 
Mr. Bu n dy had o ften v isited in Ru sh- 
v ille an d was an u n cle o f Mrs. Earl 
Chu rchill. 
Mr. an d Mrs. Lo n Hav ­ 
en s an d Earl Chu rchill atten ded the 
fu n eral. 
Of the circu mstan ces su rro u n din g 
Mr. Bu n dy ’s death the New Castle 
Co u rier sa y s: 
“The q u estio n 
u p p ermo st 
in the 
min d o f Co ro n er H iatt is ‘Did Jo hn 
M. Bu n dy , ex -co u n ty au dito r, co m­ 
mit su icide?’ The ap p earan ce o f the 
b o dy , its p o sitio n an d the scen es in 
the b arn at the ho me, n ear Ken n ard, 
when the sho ckin g disco v ery By Mrs. 
Bu n dy , in dicated death fro m n atu ral 
cau ses. 
Ho wev er, in v iew o f certain 
dev elo p men ts there 
is stro n g 
ev i­ 
den ce that the fo rmer co u n ty o fficial 
to o k p o iso n an d 
then 
calmly an d 
co mp lacen tly awaited the en d. 
“On e o f the stro n gest 
features in ­ 
dicatin g su icide was the fin din g o f 
two n o tes p u rp o rtin g to hav e b een 
written b y the deceased a sho rt time 
b efo re his death. 
On e was fo u n d in 
the hay mo w o n Friday aftern o o n , 
ju st after the fu n eral. 
In it the 
statemen t was made that the writer 
cared to liv e n o lo n ger as life held 
n o charm fo r him. 
It p ro b ab ly was 
in sp ired b y the fact that the deceas­ 
ed had b een in p o o r health fo r so me 
time an d b eliev ed himself to b e in ­ 
cu rab le. 
The o ther n o te was fo u n d 
in the p o cket o f the co at wo rn b y Mr. 
Bu n dy at the time. 
It was b rief an d 
stated where in su ran ce p o licies an d 
o ther v alu ab le 
p ap ers 
might b e 
fo u n d. 
“Altho u gh the au tho rship o f the 
n o tes has n o t b een deten n in ed b y 
Co ro n er Hiatt, the fact that the v alu ­ 
ab le p ap ers were fo u n d where in di­ 
cated in the n o tes wo u ld ten d to sho w 
co n clu siv ely that 
Mr. Bu n dv 
had 
made fin al p rep aratio n s, o mittin g n o t 
ev en the slightest o r min u test detail. 
“An o ther fact in dicatin g 
su icide 
was a v ial hearin g a p o iso n lab el, b u t 
failin g to state what the b o ttle co n ­ 
tain ed. 
It was also fo u n d in the 
mo w. 
W hatev er it was, was p u r­ 
chased in the Fau lkn er dru g sto re in 
Ken n ard. b u t Mr. Fau lkn er an d his 
clerk b o th den ied hav in g so ld p o iso n 
to Mr. Bu n dy . 
“The two n o tes an d the b o ttle an d 
a small p o rtio n o f the co n ten ts were 
deliv ered to Co ro n er H iatt Satu rday . 
His in v estigatio n will b e tho ro u gh in 
ev ery resp ect. 
His v erdict, ho wev er, 
can n o t b e retu rn ed fo r so me day s, at 
an y rate n o t u n til the in v estigatio n is 
co n clu ded. 
“A p ecu liar circu mstan ce in co n ­ 
n ectio n with the death, whether du e 
to n atu ral cau ses o r to a desire to 
en d it all, is the fact that o n e in su r­ 
an ce p o licy was du e to ex p ire o n F ri­ 
day , March 10. 
It will b e recalled 
that his b o dy was fo u n d in the b arn 
ab o u t 12:30 o ’clo ck o n Wedn esday , 
March 17 . 
“There is n o t the slightest in dica­ 
tio n that there was an y mo tiv e fo r 
the su icide, sho u ld 
it p ro v e 
to b e 
su ch, o ther than that the deceased 
had b een failin g rap idly . 
His co n di­ 
tio n 
was 
kn o wn to his 
immediate 
family an d u p o n n u mero u s o ccasio n s 
he had dep lo red his p hy sical co n di­ 
tio n , an d declared that he co u ld n o t 
lo n g su rv iv e.” 


He claims that ev ery o n e has a 
p ick at him an d that he is hu rrassed 
an d ho u n ded b y tjie p o lice, who seem 
to take ev ery o p p o rtu n ity which p re­ 
sen ts itself to arrest him an d cart 
him to the ho sp ital, allegin g that he 
has taken p o iso n . 
He states that he 
was n o t dru n k o n Mo n day o r Tu es­ 
day when 
arrested, an d 
that 
the 
charge an d co n v ictio n was tru mp ed 
u p . 
“Oh n o thin g can b e do n e ab o u t 
it, the o fficers are do wn o n 
me 
I 
gru ess.” 


THEY DID IT 


Charles Wo lf, the Po iso n Kin g o f 
In dian a an d Ohio , who claims In di­ 
an ap o lis as his v o tin g p lace, say s the 
Richmo n d Palladiu m, b u t who u su al­ 
ly sp en ds mo st o f his time b etween 
Richmo n d, Day to n , Co n n ersv ille an d 
Ru shv ilie, when seen at the jail S at­ 
u rday , stated that he had n o desire to 
co mmit su icide ex cep t when sp ells o f 
melan cho lia, b ro u ght ab o u t b y an ap ­ 
p ro achin g attack o f ep ilep sy , o v er­ 
came him. 
He say s that b e has b een 
u n ju stly treated b y the o fficers o f 
this city an d alleges fu rther that his 
p resen t 
in carceratio n is du e to a 
tru mp ed u p charge o n the p art o f the 
o fficials. 
He was 
sen t to jail six 
days ago , u p o n b ein g fo u n d gu ilty o f 
p u b lic in to x icatio n . 


Wo lf seems to b e an o u tcast fro m 
his family a s well as fro m so ciety . 
He has a b ro ther in this city , b u t he 
stated he an d his b ro ther co u ld n o t 
agree. 
He has two b ro thers at Co n ­ 
n ersv ille who are in jail p en din g trial 
o n serio u s charges. He seems to feel 
mo re sy mp athy fo r these two b ro th­ 
ers than fo r an y o ther o f his rela­ 
tiv es, ex cep t his children . 
His wife an d three children liv e at 
In dian ap o lis. 
He do es n o t liv e with 
them an d co n trib u tes b u t little to ­ 
ward their su p p o rt,ace o rdin g to the 
gist o f b is co n v ersatio n . In sp eakin g 
o f his wife, he say s, “She has a go o d 
jo b wo rkin g in a restau ran t. 
Yes, 
I see my wife an d children o n ce in 
a while, p erhap s o n ce ev ery three o r 
fo u r weeks when 1 am o n the ro ad, 
an d o ften er when I am stay in g at In ­ 
dian ap o lis.” 
He sp o ke in v ery en ­ 
dearin g to n es ab o u t his children . 
Befo re Wo lf fin ished his sto ry his 
b o dy q u iv ered, his 
teeth 
chattered 
an d his demean o r b ecame su ch that 
the rep o rter was warn ed to desist 
fo r fear that lie might hav e an a t­ 
tack. 
He an swered the q u estio n s at 
first v ery freely , b u t to ward the last 
had to b e rep eatedly 
q u izzed 
fo r 
an swers. 
Acco rdin g to his sto ry , ten y ears 
ago while wo rkin g at his trade as a 
p ain ter in Co lu mb u s, In d., a scaffo ld­ 
in g fell o n his head an d he n ev er 
fu lly reco v ered fro m this in ju ry . 
He 
declares that p hy sician s say the a t­ 
tacks o f ep ilep tic fits which he su f­ 
fers are du e to this in ju ry . 
These 
attacks o v erco me him so at stated 
in terv als, b u t. he say s he can tell 
when they are co min g. 
He u su ally 
do es n o thin g to p rev en t them, b u t 
so metimes drin ks. The attacks make 
him feel so desp o n den t that he wan ts 
to en d his life. 
He den ies p u rchas­ 
in g p o iso n ev ery time he feels o n e o f 
these sp ells ap p ro achn ig. 
His state­ 
men ts regardin g the n u mb er o f times 
he has attemp ted su icide do n o t co ­ 
in cide with the statemen ts o f the 
p o lice. 
So far as kn o wn Wo lf has 
tried to Like his life in this city o n 
lo u r differen t o ccasio n s. Wo lf states 
that o n three o f these o ccasio n s, he 
was su fferin g fro m ep ilep sy in stead 
o f fro m p o iso n . 
He can n o t u n der­ 
stan d why the au tho rities did n o t 
disco v er the cau se o f his su fferin g. 
Wo lf do es n o t den y that he has 
tried to take his life o n two o cca­ 
sio n s. 
On e o f these was in tills city 
last su mmer when fo u n d at Nin th 
an d No rth A street, su fferin g fro m 
stry chn in e, an d the o ther at Day to n 
later, when he to o k carb o lic acid. 
He claims to hav e b een in the Day to n 
ho sp ital fo r thirteen weeks reco v er­ 
in g fro m that attemp t.
